Sim,—The disease known as Big Jaw 
in cattle is a dread to all ranchmen in 
the country and they take all pains 
and use every precaution to prevent 


successful is shown by the fact that 
the disease is seldom met with in any 
of the numerous herds in Alberta, 

It is difficult however to keep it out 


animal affected with Big Jaw, on the 
prairie, The extermination of such 
animals should be the object of any 
person who meets with them. Ran- 
chers as arule do not like to go to ex- 
tremes, and simply drive the animals 


For this reason the disease is spreading 
but net to any great extent up to the 
present. The police are the proper 
parties to look out for such animals 
and perform the duty which the law 
allows them—that isto shoot them, 
At present one or two can be f yund on 
Kish Creek and some more on Sheep 
Creek near to Dewdney. There is an- 
other at Pine Creek. Of course the 
Police have other duties to perform 
and cannot be expected to know the 
whereabouts of the animals in ques- 
tion but if they would ask any of the 
ranchers they would very soon find 
them. It must be said the police per- 


form their duties most satisfactorily 
and the ranchers cannot expect them 
to carry out the law in respect to big 


jaw cattle unless they give them in- 
formation—a thing they seldom do, It 
therefore behooves every rancher in 
the oountry to give the constable of | 
his district all the information he can, 
and thus help to wipe out this disease 
while it is yet in its infaney,
